Retiring Provost of U. of P. Predicts Wide Expansion of Uni-
versities—OQvercrowding a Temporary Condition,
Says West Should Serve as Model

UPREME faith and great optimism

for the future of American colleges is
Dr. Edgar Fahs Smith’s finul word as
provozt of the University of Pennsyl-
vania,

The distinguished educator, seemingly
ns busy as ever in his office in the
Chemical Laborators Building, et al-
ready serene in his freedom from the
cares of his arduous office, talked quiet-
Iy and freely on the subject he kuows so
well—education,

His optimism extends farther than
the matter of colleges and universities,
He prophesied happily concerning edu-
cation as a great fagtor in Awmeriea’s
future. He pictured edueation as a
stanch ship, under full sail, now beat-
jug through heavy seas. but always
pressing steadily on, and bound to reach
quieter waters, and her destination a
newer, broader and more perfect ideal,
pow only & promise and a hope,

No Fear for Fuiure

CIf she will keep o steady keel" ho
said, "and if those interested in her will
pot let themselves be dissuaded from the
accomplishment of their task, we have
no reason to fear for the future.’

‘Their curriculums
have been freer,  Coeducation has
heen a comnmon feature, Thy old, staid
and conservative institutions in the
Enast may have to follow suit. am
not sure, but I believe they will not be
found wanting in the crisis."

Doctor Smith shook his head shrewd-
Iy when asked if he believed that the
suggested merger of thy three big in-
stitutions of the state, Pittsburgh,
ennsylvania apd DPenn State, would
become a reality,

“1've copsidered the matter thor-
oughly, and I can't say if such a mer-
ger will come to pass in the near future,
It might, but there s much sentiment,
especinlly among the college mlumni,
ngainst it.

Worked Out In West

“It would seem much more satisfac-
tory to contribute to one great insti-
tution rather than several smaller ones,
and, on the face of it, the plan would
soem to be an excellent one to provide
the needed equipment by state aid, but
—well, its actual fulfillment is another
matter. We do know, however, that It
has been worked suceessfully out West,
in such states as Kansas and Obla-
homa.""

No radieal change in enrriculums of
eolleges is foreseen by Doector Smith,

““1 do not think there will be nuy
further specimlization such ns we have
goen in the last decade,' he declared,
“But 1 lonk to see the colleges run
nlong, as they are now, maintainiog
their academic nnd arts courses for
those who want them, and giving such
technieal courses as they seem  fitted
to give. Schools of business like the
Wharton School will continue to Hoyr-
Ish, as they atteact & class of men who
would never think of attendiug college
tnder the old conditions, ‘T'o give you
an  filea of the popularity of such
schopls, T weed only mention that there
have been more than 1000 applicants
for admission to the Wharton School
next year."

A question ns to the future of ath-
letics caused the provost to smile re-
floctively.

“Yes, as you know, I've always been
nn advoente nond a friend of college ath -
laties. 1 ®ee no reason to belleve that
they will pot assume an even more
promioent position than they now have.

Enunrd here and shifted
in his seat with that tireless energy
peculinr to him, It was casy to s
that he was profoundly stirred by the
hope which was in his lieart of the
future of learning. Quickly and feel
ingly he brought the subject to his be-
loved Pennsylvania, whase work he hed
guided for so many years,

“The University is all right,'" he
said, his eyes lighting. *‘she will go on.
8he's only getting ready to do the groat
things Tlnnm-d for her. The fulfill-
ment will surpass even the expectation
I see for her expansion, added prestige,
added glory, illimitable promise,
